To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  for  a  police  cruiser  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  amount  required  for 
this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.    (Article  approved  by  Budget  Committee). 

Article  18.   To  see  if  the   Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  ($30,000)  for  the  development  of  a  recreational  project  known  as  "Buck 
Island"  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  Land 
and  Water  Conservation  funds  or  other  State,  Federal,  or  another  governmental  unit  or 
private  source  of  funding  which  becomes  available.   This  appropriation  will  be  contingent 
upon  obtaining  50%  funding  from  State,  Federal,  or  private  sources. 

Article  19.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2,000)  for  the  "Ambulance  Replacement"  capital  reserve  fund  as  established  at 
the  1981  Town  Meeting.  (Article  approved  by  Budget  committee). 

Article  20.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  for  the  purpose  of  an  Insurance  Reserve  Fund  as  established  at 
the  1981  Town  Meeting.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  an  ordinance  to  regulate  and  license 
amusement  devices  and  amusement  centers  pursuant  to  R.S.A.  31:41-d  which  provide  for 
the  management  of  amusement  centers  in  the  public  interest. 
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Article  23.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as  an  open  highway  and  make 
subject  to  gates  and  bars  that  portion  of  old  Route  U.S.2.  This  section  would  begin  at 
a  point  593  feet  from  the  junction  of  existing  Route  U.S.  2  and  continue  westerly  to 
the  end  of  the  road,  a  distance  of  637  feet.   This  action  would  take  place  in  accordance 
with  New  Hampshire  R.S.A.  231:45. 

Article  24.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of  immediate  actions 
by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the 
environment  and  economy  of  Gorham  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Gorham. 

These  actions  shall  include: 

1.  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain,  sulfur  dioxide 
emisions,  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  government  of 
Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to  the  same  goals. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New  Hampshire  Con- 
gressional Delegation  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.    (Article  by  Petition). 

Article  25.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  on 
temporary  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes  covering  the  period  from  March  8,  1983  to  the, 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1984. 

Article  26.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  accept,  and  expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal,  or  another  governmental  unit  or 
private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
set  forth  in  R.S.A.  31:95-6. 


Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  any  property 
aTrquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deed,  or  to  which  the  Town  holds  title,  not 
used  for  municipal  purposes. 

Article  28.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  prepayment  of  resident  taxes  and  to 
authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayment  as  provided  by  R.S.A.  80:1 -a. 

Article  29.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  collector  of  taxes  to  accept 
payments  in  prepayment  of  taxes  after  April  1st  in  sums  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  or  any 
sum  divisible  by  ten  dollars,  as  provided  by  R.S.A.  80:52-a. 

Article  30.   To  hear  reports  of  Town  officers,  agents, committees  heretofore  chosen  and  to 
pass  any  votes  relating  thereto. 

Article  31.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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PROPOSED  ORDINANCE  TO  REGULATE  AND 

LICENSE  AMUSEMENT  DEVICES  AND 

AMUSEMENT  CENTERS 

Be  it  hereby  ordained  by  the  Town  of  Gorham  that  the  following  ordinance  to  regulate  and 
license  amusement  devices  and  amusement  centers  be  enacted: 

1.  Statement  of  Purpose:   It  is  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:41-d, 

to  regulate  and  to  license  amusement  devices  and  amusement  centers  as  defined  herein, 
and  to  provide  for  the  management  of  amusement  centers  in  the  public  interest. 

2.  Definitions: 

a.  Amusement  Device:   The  term    "amusement  device"  shall  mean  any  machine 
which,  upon  the  insertion  of  a  coin,  slug,  token,  plate  or  disc,  may  be  operated 
by  the  public  generally  for  use  as  a  game,  entertainment,  or  amusement,  whether 
or  not  skill  is  used  in  its  operation.   It  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to  such 
devices  as  electronic  games,  pinball  machines,  skill  ball,  mechanical  grab  machines, 
and  all  games,  operations  or  transactions,  similar  thereto  under  whatever  name 
they  may  be  indicated.   The  term  does  notinclude  vending  machines  in  which  are 
not  incorporated  gaming  or  amusement  features,  nor  does  the  term  include  any 
coin-operated  rides  or  devices  which  solely  produce  music. 

b.  Amusement  Center:   The  term  "amusement  center"  shall  mean  any  premises  having 
thereon  available  for  use  by  the  general  public  five  (5)  or  more  amusement  devices 
as  defined  above. 

c.  Person,  Firm,  Corporation,  or  Association:   The  term  "person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association"  shall  include  any  of  those  entities  or  combinations  thereof  owning  an 
amusement  device,  or  maintaining  as  establishment  where  one  or  more  amusement 
devices  are  available  for  general  use  by  the  public,  or  having  control  over  such  an 
establishment. 

3.  Gambling  Devices  not  Permitted:    Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  in  any  way  be  construed  to 
authorize,  license,  or  permit  any  gambling  devices  whatsoever  prohibited  or  regulated  by 
New  Hampshire  law. 

4.  Prohibited  Practices: 

a.  No  person  under  the  age  of  12  years  shall  be  allowed  to  operate  any  amusement  device 
unless  accompanied  by  a  parent  or  legal  guardian. 

b.  No  amusement  center  shall  serve  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  premises  unless 
authorized  by  the  Selectmen. 

c.  No  prizes  of  material  value  may  be  given  away  or  sold  at  nominal  fee  for  any  reason 
whatsoever  pertaining  to  a  high  score,  matching  numbers,  or  other  outcome  of  an 
amusement  device  game. 
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License  Required: 

a.  No  person,  firm,  or  association  may  operate  an  amusement  device  without  first 
obtaining  a  license  from  the  Gorham  Selectmen  or  their  designee. 

b.  The  Selectmen  or  their  designee  may  establish  from  time  to  time  reasonably 
licensing  requirements,  but  in  no  event  shall  those  requirements  contain  less 
than  the  following: 

1.  That  the  applicant  or  applicants  are  eighteen  years  of  age  and  of 
good  moral  character,  as  reasonably  determined  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

2.  That  a  full  description  of  the  premises  is  submitted,  with  a  statement 
that  such  premises  will  be  operated  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
local  ordinances. 

3.  That  the  applicant  will  report  the  number  of  proposed  amusement 
devices,  and  that  should  such  number  exceed  the  original  number, 

an  additional  fee  shall  be  paid  for  each  such  device  up  to  five  devices. 

c.  License  Fees:    Applicants  shall  pay  the  following  fees: 

1.  Amusement  center  fees:   5  or  more  devices  $125.00  per  year. 

2.  Persons,  firms,  corporations  or  associations  with  less  than  five  devices 
shall  pay  $25.00  per  year  for  each  device. 

The  applicant,  at  his  discretion,  may  remove  or  replace  any  device  at  will,  without 
further  payment  of  a  fee.   In  other  words,  the  total  license  fee  shall  be  determined 
by  the  maximum  number  of  devices  present  on  any  day  of  the  year,  and  not  by  the 
total  number  of  different  machines  present  during  the  year. 

d.  Amusement  Center  Management  Plan: 

Any  application  for  an  amusement  center  license  shall  contain  at  least  the  following: 

1.  The  number  of  qualified  employees  to  be  present  at  all  times. 

2.  Procedures  for  determining  the  ages  of  patrons. 

3.  A  plan  to  control  loitering  in  the  vicinity  of  the  amusement  center. 

4.  A  description  of  proposed  operations  to  show  proper  control  of  noise, 
overcrowding  and  emergency  exits  of  appropriate  number  and  location. 

e.  Duration:   Licenses  shall  be  effective  from  the  date  granted  until  April  1st  of  the 
year  following.    Any  amusement  center  now  in  operation  must  pay  all  fees  and 
apply  for  a  license  within  30  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance.   Owners  of 
establishments  with  fewer  than  five  devices  now  in  operation  must  file  in  a  like 
manner  and  pay  all  fees. 
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f.  Renewal:    License  will  be  reviewed  annually  by  the  Selectmen  and  renewed  upon 
payment  of  fees  if  the  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  applying  for  renewal 
has  been  found  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

g.  Revocation  or  Suspension:    Such  license  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  upon  a 
determination  that  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  has  been  committed  by  the  license 
holder,  his  agent,  or  employee.    Such  revocation  or  suspension  shall  be  carried  out  by 
the  Selectmen  only  after  due  notice  and  hearing. 

h.  Additional  Requirements:    The  Selectmen  may  from  time  to  time  amend  this  ordinance 
to  modify,  add,  or  delete  any  provisions  thereof.    Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be 
construed  to  abrogate,  limit,  or  contradict  any  State  or  Federal  law  or  regulation. 

6.  Penalty:    Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  found  to  have  violated  this  ordinance 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation. 

7.  Separability:    Each  separate  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  independent  of  all 
other  provisions  herein,  and  it  is  further  ordained  that  if  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  found  to  be  invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  all  other  provisions  thereof 
shall  remain  valid  and  enforceable. 

8.  Effective  Date  and  Duration:   This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  the  vote  of  the  1983 
Gorham  Town  Meeting.

Detailed  reports  (Form  MS -9)  and  Report  of  Common 
Trust  Fund  Investments  (Form  MS-10)  have  been  filed  with  (l)  Municipal  Services  Div- 
ision, Department  of  Revenue  Administration,  Concord,  N.  H.  and  (2)  Office  of  the  At- 
torney General,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Concord,  N.  H.  All  records  will  be  audited 
at  a  later  date. 

There  are  four  Common  Trust  Funds,  which  are  currently  invested  at  the  Home  Co- 
operative Bank  in  Gorham  in  2i§  year  Certificates  of  Deposits  at  1256  compounded.  They 
will  mature  in  December,  1983.  The  funds  are  #1  -  Town  Cemeteries  Accounts;  #2  -  Cath- 
olic Cemetery  Accounts;  #3  -  Memorial  Day  Flower  Accounts;  and  #lx  -  Cemetery  Special 
Repair  Accounts.  New  accounts  are  in  savings  accounts  at  5^  interest  until  they  can 
be  added  to  fund  involved  at  maturity  of  present  investments.  Accumulated,  interest 
accounts  are  invested  in  savings  accounts.  School  Library,  Ambulance  and  $8,000.00  of 
the  Miles  Mullen  Catholic  Cemetery  fund  are  also  in  2ig  year  Certificates  of  Deposit. 
The  remaining  $2,000.00  of  the  Miles  Mullen  Fund  is  in  U.  S.  Savings  Bonds,  and  paid 
8^  interest  in  1982. 

State  law  provides  that  Water  Commissioners  and  Sewer  Commissioners  may  estab- 
lish Capital  Reserve  Funds  from  water  rental  surpluses  (RSA  35-7)  or  sewer  rental  sur- 
pluses (RSA  LU9-I)  and  may  vote  expenditures  from  said  funds  (RSA  35-15)  according  to 
provisions  of  RSA  35-1 •  These  funds  may  be  used  mainly  for  construction,  re-constru- 
tion,  capital  improvements,  or  acquisition  of  equipment.  Therefore,  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Department  started  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  from  1981  surpluses  ,in<vthe  amount  of  $33,380.00 
(Water  -  $23,1x90.00;  Sewer  $9,890.00)  which  was  invested  in  a  six-month  Certificate  of 
Deposit  at  12. 532$  simple  interest.  Interest  was  transferred  monthly  to  a  savings  ac- 
count paying  &0>   interest.

The  financial  statements  of  the  Gorham  District  Court  for  the  fiscal  year  ended

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining,  individual  fund 
and  account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Gorham,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31,  1981, 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that 
of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining,  individual  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements.   The  accompanying  financial  information 
listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for 
purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined 
financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Gorham,  New  Hampshire.   The  information  has 
been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the 
combined,  combining,  individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  and, 
in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Homemaker/Shopping  Assistance  Program 
Report  for  1982 

This  new  program  has  just  completed  its  first  full  year  of  service  to  the  people 
of  Gorham. 

The  objectives  of  this  program  are  threefold:  firstly,  to  assist  individuals  in 
need  with  household  tasks,  activities  of  daily  living,  socialization,  and  transpor- 
tation; secondly,  the  program  aims  to  decrease  and/or  minimize  hospitalization  stays 
for  all  people  of  Gorham;  thirdly,  to  allow  the  elderly  to  remain  at  home  as  an 
alternative  to  being  institutionalized. 

These  services  are  provided  by  certified  nurses '  aides  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  nurse.   Services  include  baths,  light  housekeeping,  meal  preparation, 
errands,  appointments  -  to  only  mention  a  few.  For  more  detailed  information,  contact 
the  office  of  the  District  Nurse  at  466-5021,  Monday  through  Friday.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  AND  SEWER  COMMISSION 


The  year  1982  has  presented  on-going  changes  for  the  Water  and  Sewer  De- 
partment . 

Our  major  construction  project  this  year  was  the  installation  of  approxi- 
mately 4000  feet  of  new  sewer  line  along  the  Berlin-Gorham  Road  and  on 
Pisani  Street  and  Ray  Street,  off  Pisani  Street.  The  approximate  cost  of 
this  project  was  $116,000  including  engineering  and  inspection.   This  pro- 
ject was  funded  from  sewerage  contingency  funds  of  the  sewerage  project. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  we  had  six  new  water  and  sewer  installations , 
four  being  new  trailer  installations ,  a  new  home  on  Willis  Place  and  the 
relocation  of  the  TV  Lab,  Medicine  Shoppe,  and  Kelley's  Auto  Parts. 

In  November  we  lost  one  of  our  Commissioners,  Chester  Bissett,  who  has 
been  and  will  be  sadly  missed  by  all  who  knew  him. 

At  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant  we  have  made  a  few  changes  which  have 
resulted  in  energy  and  material  savings  although  not  noticed  this  year, 
will  be  effective  in  the  future. 

Late  in  the  year  a  cross  connection  between  the  air  manifolds  was  made  to 
permit  air  to  be  taken  from  the  lOOhp  blower  to  the  digestion  tank,  elimi- 
nating the  operation  of  a  25hp  blower.  This  was  done  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1982,  however,  the  first  two  weeks  of  1983  showed  a  savings  of  approxi- 
mately 3000  KW. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  the  Polymer  System  for  sludge  removal  resulting 
in  a  savings  of  power  and  polymer.  We  also  applied  for  and  received  per- 
mission from  EPA  to  do  away  with  chlorination  of  the  effluent  from  November 
to  March,  during  the  cold  months,  resulting  in  a  saving  of  over  $2500.00. 
Every  possible  step  in  savings  must  be  explored  to  make  this  operation  as 
cost  effective  as  possible. 

This  year  in  water  Deep  Well  #1  supplied  2,047,000  gallons,  Deep  Well  #2 
supplied  34,221,000  gallons  and  the  Ice  Gulch,  Perkins  Brook  compounds 
supplied  166,340,000  gallons  of  water  for  a  total  of  202,608,000  gallons 
of  water  supplied  during  the  year  excluding  the  water  from  Alpine  Springs 
and  the  Gorham  Hill  Spring  for  an  average  per  day  of  555,090  gallons. 

1983  looks  as  if  we  will  have  many  problems  with  the  new  construction  on 
Main  Street.   Hopefully  we  will  have  co-operation  and  co-ordination  with 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Contractors,  and  there  will  be  as  few 
interruptions  in  service  in  this  area  as  possible.

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TOWN  MANAGER'S  REPORT  FOR  1982 


With  the  passage  of  another  year  it  is  only  natural  for  one  to  stop  and  reflect  upon 
what  has  taken  place  over  this  past  year  and  to  set  some  goals  and  objectives  for 
the  year  to  come.   I  would  now  like  to  share  with  you  some  of  this  past  year's  high- 
lights. 

Financial:   In  1982  the  Town  portion  of  the  tax  rate  was  reduced  from  23.20  in  1981 
to  22.20  in  1982,  this  represents  a  one  dollar  decrease  per  one  thousand  dollars  of 
valuation  or  4.5%.   The  total  Town  tax  rate  was  62.30,  reduced  from  65.10,  a  decrease 
of  2.80  or  4.4%.   This  reduction  is  due  in  great  part  to  the  fiscal  restraint  practiced 
by  the  Town  administration  and  our  various   Boards  and  Commissions.   It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  Town  portion  of  the  tax  rate  is  6.7%  less  than  in  1979.   This  is  an 
accomplishment  of  which  to  be  proud  in  these  times  of  high  interest  rates  and  inflation. 

One  major  change  we  made  this  past  year  was  instituting  semi-annual  tax  billing.   Our 
reasons  for  this  change-over  are  as  follows;  first:  to  improve  the  Town's  cash  flow 
position;  secondly:  to  reduce  or  eliminate  entirely  the  need  to  borrow  money  in  antici- 
pation of  taxes;  thirdly:  to  make  possible  the  application  of  some  sound  financial  practices 
to  the  Town's  fiscal  affairs;   fourth:  it  is  our  hope  that  it  will  help  many  taxpayers  better 
budget  their  tax  payments  so  that  the  entire  tax  burden  does  not  fall  due  in  December, 
just  before  Christmas.   The  annual  collection  of  taxes  locked  the  Town  into  a  position 
of  deficit  financing  which  becomes  more  and  more  costly  with  each  passing  year.   Semi- 
annual tax  billing  is  a  sound  and  reasonable  concept,  and  is  an  important  part  of  our 
continued  efforts  to  control  and  stabilize  our  tax  rate.   Thus,  it  is  our  sincere  hope  that 
you  will  support  these  efforts  now  and  in  the  future. 

Peabody  River:   In  February,  the  Peabody  River  overflowed  it's  banks  and  caused  a  large 
ice  jam.   I  feel  the  Town  responded  to  this  situation  in  a  very  prompt  and  professional 
manner.   Our  first  concern  was  the  safety  of  the  people;  secondly:  to  clean  up  the  debris 
and  damage;  thirdly:  to  clear  the  ice  jam  from  the  river.   All  of  these  objectives  were 
accomplished. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Town  took  several  actions  to  see  that  this  situation  does 
not  happen  again.   One:  we  dredged  the  river;  secondly:  we  had  a  culvert  installed  at 
the  end  of  Bangor  Street  to  handle  excess  water;  thirdly:  we  reditched  the  entire  area 
and  built  up  the  river  banks  to  protect  against  further  flood  damage. 

During  this  past  year  the  Town  sucessfully  negotiated  a  long  term  landfill  contract  with 
the  City  of  Berlin  which  will  take  care  of  our  solid  waste  problem  for  the  next  several 
years.   This  is  an  excellent  example  of  regional  cooperation. 

We  also  worked  closely  with  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  the  Gorham  Development 
Corporation  towards  the  development  of  an  industrial  park  in  the  back  of  Silver  Brothers. 

It  is  our  hope  that  1983  is  going  to  be  a  very  eventful  and  productive  year  for  the  Town 
of  Gorham.   Some  of  the  major  events  which  we  expect  will  take  place  are  the  recon- 
struction of  Main  Street  from  just  north  of  the  Moose  River  to  the  new  Peabody  River 
Bridge.   This  project  will  be  done  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  truck  escape  ramp  for 
the  bottom  of  Gorham  Hill  and  a  new  water  line  on  Main  Street.    Myself,  the  Selectmen, 
and  the  entire  Town  administration  will  do  all  within  our  power  to  see  that  these  projects 
will  go  smoothly  with  minimal  impact  upon  the  businesses  and  residents  located  along 
Main  Street  and  Lancaster  Road. 
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Buck  Island:  At  the  Annual  Town  meeting  you  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  the  development 
of  a  community  outdoor  recreation  facility  of  a  7.26  acre  island  known  as  "Buck  Island". 
The  primary  goals  of  this  proposed  facility  are: 

1.  To  increase  recreational  facilities  for  the  Town  of  Gorham. 

2.  To  provide  a  community  park  within  walking  distance  of  the  Town's  center. 

3.  To  preserve  and  develop  the  unique  natural  features  of  the  Town. 

4.  To  increase  community  awareness  of  the  Androscoggin  River's  improved 
water  quality. 

In  closing  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Town  officials,  employees,  and 
the  citizens  of  Gorham  for  the  cooperation  and  understanding  which  you  have  shown 
me  in  the  past  and  I  solicit  your  cooperation  in  the  future.

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GORHAM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1982 


Economic  conditions  for  the  year  1982,  caused  a  "Tightening  of  the  Belt"  for  the  Police 
Department  as  well  as  other  departments  in  the  community.  This  is  apparent  by  the  surplus  of 
funds  and  credits  amounting  to  a  $5,422.00  savings  to  the  Town  of  Gorham.  This  was  a  result 
of  cutting  cruiser  milage  by  over  6,000  miles,  and  increasing  the  income  brought  into  the 
Town  from  extra  duty  worked  by  the  officers. 

During  1982,  the  Police  Department  focused  its  activity  on  the  Criminal  Investigation 
aspect  of  law  enforcement.  Over  $128,000.00  in  property  was  stolen,  with  $120,000.00  in 
property  recovered.  A  93.62%  recovery  rate.  This  also  brought  criminal  arrests  up  34%  over 
1981 's  figures. 

During  the  Fall  of  1982,  the  position  of  Juvenile  Officer  was  created.  The  creation  of 
this  position  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  in  developing  relations  with  Gorham  Youth 

and  the  Police  Department.   12    cases  were  investigated,  resulting  in  a  total  of  85 

Juvenile  contacts. 

There  were  long  periods  of  illness  and  injury  suffered  by  the  department.  Personnel  put 
in  many  long  and  arduous  hours,  with  little  time  off,  in  an  attempt  to  provide  the  best  pos- 
sible service  to  the  community.  Special  thanks  to  all  personnel  for  your  dedication  and  de- 
votion to  duty.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  provide  the  Town  of  Gorham  with  the  best  pos- 
sible protection  of  persons  and  property,  with  minimum  costs  to  the  taxpayer.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good 
business!  This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  fir.-** 
forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection 
program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  In  the 
past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire 
prevention  and  control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of 
one-hal f  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record 
has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town 
forest  fire  protection  program.  The  state  provides  detection  of 
fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire 
suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical 
advice  at  the  fire  ground.   Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer 
fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and 
who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual 
acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire 
burned  33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre 
per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and 
our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC. 
TOWN  REPORT 


In  1982  in  the  Town  of  Gorham,  North  Country  Council  provided  information 
on  available  federal  assistance  for  downtown  revital ization  and  prepared  a  recrea- 
tion concept  plan  for  Buck's  Island  which  was  used  by  the  Town  in  discussions 
with  the  Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire. 


In  addition  to  providing  specific  assistance  to  your  town,  the  Council  works 
on  activities  that  benefit  several  towns  and  the  entire  North  Country.  In  economic 
development,  the  Council  has  provided  direct  local  assistance  to  several  communities 
in  their  local  development  programs  and  has  continued  to  seek  approval  from  the 
Economic  Development  Administration  for  a  revolving  loan  fund  to  assist  small  and 
medium-sized  businesses  in  eight  communities.  As  a  member  of  the  Small  Business 
Development  Program  for  Northern  New  Hampshire,  NCC  has  provided  information  to  pro- 
spective businesses  on  the  available  training  and  financial  programs.  The  Economic 
Development  Committee  has  met  on  issues  such  as  trends  in  the  wood  products  industry, 
the  future  of  the  North  Country  railroad  system  and  small  business  development  and 
financing. 

One  of  the  major  efforts  for  towns  is  community  planning.  The  Council  staff 
met  throughout  the  year  with  numerous  planning  boards,  selectmen,  and  master  plan 
committees  to  discuss  community  issues  and  provide  solutions  such  as  zoning,  sub- 
division regulations,  site  plan  review,  sign,  parking,  septic  system  and  mobile 
home  regulations,  recreation  planning,  business  and  traffic  surveys,  and  more.  The 
Council  organized  a  subdivision  workshop  in  the  spring  for  planning  board  members, 
coordinated  the  Municipal  Law  Lectures  in  the  fall,  and  provided  information  to  towns 
on  HUD's  Small  Cities  Community  Development  Block  Grant  and  Urban  Development  Action 
Grant  programs.   In  an  effort  to  maintain  essential  planning  assistance  to  our  towns 
given  the  somewhat  smaller  budget,  our  Community  Planning  Committee  established  a 
clear  policy  on  membership  services.  This  is  described  in  a  brochure  we  recently 
mailed  to  you  entitled  "North  Country  Council,  Inc:  What's  In  It  For  Your  Town?" 

In  transportation,  the  Council's  Transportation  Committee  assisted  the  NH 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  with  the  Annual  Highway  Action  Plan  Meeting. 
This  meeting  is  usually  very   productive  as  it  is  the  major  way  that  the  public  can 
participate  in  identifying  and  supporting  needed  highway  improvements.  NCC  is  assist- 
ing the  state,  the  new  rail  operator,  and  rail  users  in  marketing  the  Concord-to- 
Lincoln  rail  line  to  make  the  line  more  economically  viable  and  eventually  self- 
sufficient.   In  the  Mt.  Washington  Valley,  NCC  surveyed  businesses  'to  determine  the 
potential  for  utilizing  a  truck/rail  terminal.  We  are  also  following  the  proposed 
New  England  rail  reorganization  and  its  impact  on  our  region.  The  Council  continues  to 
work  with  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  in  an  on-going  effort  to  secure  commuter 
air  service. 

The  Council  is  providing  planning  recommendations  and  some  technical  assistance 
to  towns  in  anticipation  of  the  solid  waste  district  planning  scheduled  to  occur  in 
late  1983  and  1984.  We  had  a  voice  in  amending  the  state's  solid  waste  law  to  make 
it  more  flexible  in  local  situations.  Sharing  of  ideas  and  coordination  in  this 
field  is  aided  by  staff  member  Fred  Moody's  position  as  a  director  of  the  NH  Resource 
Recovery  Association. 
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To  assist  town  governments  with  administrative  and  financial  tasks  (e.g.,  tax 
billing,  accounting,  etc.),  NCC  has  acquired  a  mini -computer  with  programs  to  accom- 
plish these  functions.  At  this  time,  we  developed  our  tax  billing  services  and  look 
forward  to  offering  additional  services  in  the  future. 

The  Council  has  also  conducted  historic  buildings  inventory  in  a  few  towns  and 
will  be  serving  as  a  clearinghouse  on  historic  preservation  planning  and  activities. 

The  Council  closely  followed  the  proceedings  for  the  Quebec  Hydro  powerline 
in  1982  and  presented  our  postion  before  the  Site  Evaluation  Committee  in  March. 
We  recommended  construction  of  the  line  in  Vermont  which  provided  the  most  economical, 
direct,  and  least  environmentally-damaging  route.  As  of  early  1983,  it  appears  the 
powerline  will  follow  the  Vermont  route  and  will  come  into  NH  in  Littleton.  NCC  also 
testified  before  the  NH  House  and  Senate  in  support  of  the  Pontook  hydroelectric 
facility  in  Dummer. 

For  the  last  year  and  a  half,  the  Council  has  published  NEWS  FOR  SELECTMEN, 
an  informative  report  on  local,  regional,  state  and  federal  activities  and  trends. 
The  Council  is  active  on  the  state  and  national  level  through  the  NH  Association 
of  Regional  Planning  Commissions  and  the  National  Association  of  Regional  Councils. 
We  were  very   fortunate  to  have  our  former  President  and  Jackson  representative  Oliver 
Nelson  serve  as  the  Chairman  of  the  National  Advisory  Committee  on  Rural  Development. 
This  past  summer,  the  Committee  prepared  a  rural  development  strategy.  The  Council 
set  up  one  of  two  in-state  meetings  to  solicit  views  from  the  public  on  rural  needs 
and  practical  solutions. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Council 's  major  emphasis  will  continue  to  be  technical 
assistance  and  information  on  matters  of  concern  to  local  governments.  The  Council 
staff  is  always  available  to  meet  with  local  officials  to  discuss  projects  and  needs 
of  te  towns. 

On  behalf  of  the  Council  and  its  Board  of  Directors,  we  thank  you  for  your 
support  during  the  past  year  and  hope  that  the  Town  will  continue  to  use  the  services 
of  NCC  during  1983.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  intent  of  this  report  is  threefold:    first:    to  explain  the  philosophy  of  the 
Recreation  Commission  in  the  Town  of  Gorham;   second:   to  indicate  the  direction 
we  feel  that  recreation  should  go  in  the  future;   and  third:   to  summarize  the 
recreation  activities  of  1982. 

Philosophy: 

The  philosophy  of  the  Recreation  Commission  in  the  Town  of  Gorham  is  to 
provide  a  well  balanced  selection  of  activities  year  round.      We  are  striving  to 
provide  a  variety  of  programs  that  meet  the  needs  of  the  citizens,  no  matter 
what  age.   It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Recreation  Commission  that  we  should  use 
our  existing  natural  resources  to  the  fullest  extend  possible.   To  that  end  all 
recreation  programs  will  concentrate  on  getting  the  most  out  of  what  Nature  has 
provided  us. 

The  Future: 


In  keeping  with  our  philosophy  a  review  of  our  local  assets  is  currently  underway. 
We  are  developing  a  five  year  plan  that  will  accomplish  the  following  objectives: 

1.  Improve  existing  facilities 

2.  Develop  new  areas 

3.  Win  public  respect 

4.  Provide  self-  supporting  programs 

Improve  existing  facilities: 

As  many  of  you  probably  know,  the  Libby  Pool  summer  program  has  been  extremely 
successful.   Thanks  to  the  dedication  of  a  small  group  of  people  that  part  of  recreation 
is  turning  a  small  profit   but,  as  usually  happens  with  successful  programs,  it  suffers 
growing  pains.    Our  goal  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  purchase  a  dock  system.    The  cost 
is  minimal  and  this  improvement  would  contribute  immeasureably  to  an  already  successful 
program. 

The  Town  Common,  one  of  the  Town's  most  precious  assets,  is  also  being  studied  for 
improvement.   It  is  our  feeling  that  a  lighting  system  for  the  tennis  courts  and  softball 
field  would  be  a  significant  improvement. 

Develop  new  areas: 

Our  major  objective  is  the  Buck  Island  project.    A  preliminary  plan  has  been  worked 
up  whereby  this  area  could  be  developed  for  recreation  while  preserving  its  natural 
beauty.   The  seven  or  so  acres  could  be  used  for  many  outdoor  activities  with  only  one 
restriction:   "  No  vehicular  traffic  of  anv  kind  would  be  allowed  ". 
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Win  public  respect; 

As  our  participation  figures  show  recreation  activities  have  been  supported. 
We  will  continue  improving  our  existing  programs  before  expanding  into  new  areas. 
This  will  all  be  done  in  the  spirit  of  working  together  with  the  community  and 
providing  recreation  for  all. 

Provide  self-supporting  programs; 

In  order  for  the  Recreation  Commission  to  hold  our  budget  and  the  cost  of 
recreation  down  we  will  be  instituting  user  fees  for  certain  programs.   The  fee 
charged  will  be  based  on  the  specific  program  and  will  be  well  publicized  in 
advance.
